I to jail Friday by Judge Parker for con- 
I tempt of court. Mr. Tudor, in response

Threatened With Starvation, Mother 
Kills Children and Herself. 



Attempted to Kill a Woman and Fell 
to Death From a Window. 



Chicago, June 27. — ^Threatened with 
starvation and with her husband hope- 
lessly insane in the asylum at Kanka- 
kee, Mrs. Anna Kelsdzick gave up the 
struggle for existence, killed her three 
small children and then ended her own 
life. Illuminating gas was the means 
of destruction she adopted and when 
the bodies* were found early Sunday 
all four had been dead several hours. 

The family lived in three small 
rooms at 965 North Robey street, and 
Sunday a constable was to eject the 
mother and her babies from the prem- 
ises for the non-payment eff rent. It 
was after Mrs. Kelsdzick had been 
served with a summons to appear in 
court that she decided to end the lives 
of herself and little ones. The three 
children, Bruno, Herman and Walter, 
aged 7, 5 and 2 years respectively, 
were found in bed locked in each oth- 
er’s arms. The mother’s lifeless body 
was found lying on the kitchen floor 
while gas was escaping from a jet in 
the room. 

That the woman made every prepa- 
ration to do away with herself and 
children was evident She first wroto

DetrolL Mich., Jilne 25. — A small prL 
vate office in a suite on the eleventh 
floor of the chamber of commerce 
building, at the comer of Griswold and 
State streets, was Friday the scene tf 
a most thrilling tragedy, when Charles 
A, Swayze, an Insurance agent, fought 
with Miss Etfie Alvord for several min- 
utes in an attempt to throw her cut of 
the wndow, then shot her twice and 
plunged himse’f from the window to 
the brick pavement of State streit, be- 
ing almost instantly killed MiSh Al- 
vord was shot tw'ice in the neck and 
badly beaten about tho head and face 
by Swayse, but her physician said Fri- 
day night that she is not dangerously 
h\irt Every Ixme of Swayse’s body 
below his neck whs broken by his fall 
of 166 feet. 

Back of the iragedv lirs a tale of 
intimacy betweim Miss Alvor<l and 
Swayse. who was 51 .veare of age, mar. 
ried and the lather of two yoTing 
daughters. Bot*h Miss \lvord and 
Swayse were for 3evc;»a) years, prior 
to November, 1902, employed at the 
house of correction here, Swayse as 
deputy superintendent, and the woman 
as a matron; Jn a !ott,«-r found on 
Swayse’s body he c’r.arged tha* tho 
woman tempted him while hey wore 
at the house of correction and lu; fell. 
Their intimacy resulted, Superinteud- 
ent McDonnell, of the institution says, 
in neglect c' their work, and both were 
discharged. / 

Swayse then entered the emploj’^ of 
the life insurance company, in whose 
offices the tragedy occuried. Miss .Al- 
vord held several oositiors and then 
entered the employ of a sewing ma- 
chine company. Friday she d ove up 
in an automobile to tho chamber of 
commerce with J. W. O. Terry. She 
went up to the insurance office on the 
eleventh floor, where she and Swayse 
entered a small privitc office at the 
front of the building, Swayse locking 
the door after them. Angry words 
were . heard, then a struggls and 
screamiivg. Next, several shots were 
fired and employes of t^.e office broke 
in the door. The wom'-ii’ screams 
were heard on the street, and her com- 
panion, Terry, had hurried up in the 
elevator and arrived in tinje to he tho 
first man to rush into the room .Miss 
Alvord lay on the ll ur, her clothing 
torn, blood running from the bullet 
wounds in her neck and her hair down 
and disheveled. The window was 
open, and through it could be seen 
Swayse’s face above the window ledge, 
to which he was clinging with his 
hands. The face was there only a 
moment. Then the hands slipped 
across the ladge, and Swayse was hurl- 
‘ing down through the air to his death. 

The chamber of commerce is situated 
in the heart ujf>-the business portion 
of the city and hundreds of people 
on the street heard Miss Alvord’s cries 
for held, as she struggled with the 
man. They also saw Sawyse’s body 
strike the pgivement. 

■There are still some elements of 
mystery in the case. At Miss Alvord’s 
boarding house it is stated that she 
and J. B. Terry are married. This 
Miss Alvord denied to a physician who 
attended her. Reporters hava not been 
permitted to question her at the hos- 
pital. 

One of the letters found on Swayse 
was addressed to Mrs. A. Sweeney, 
of Saginaw, Mich., warning her not to 
let her son marry Miss Alvord, whom 
Swayse bitterly excoriated in the let- 
ter, charging her with wrecking his 
home. At Miss Alvord’s hoarding house 
It was stated that Swayse had been 
threatening her for some time, and 
that -she went to his office to tell him 
that she was married.

News has received the following dis- 
patch from its Tokio correspondenL 
dated June 26: 

“A detailed account of the naval bat- 
tle at Port Arthur has just been pub- 
lished here. 

“The Russian battleships Peresvief, 

Poltava and Sevastopol and the cruis- 
ers Bayan, Askold and Novik attempt- 
ed to emerge from the harbor at dawn 
on June 23, led by steamers used for 
clearing the mines. At 11 a. m. the 
battleships Czarevitch, Revizan and 
Pohieda joined the others. All tho 
ships then advanced endea-voring to 
dispose of the mines laid by the Jap- 
anese but they were hindered by two 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyers 
which had been guarding the mouth of 

the harbor. j tive in Germany. 

”At 3 p. m. the Japanese torpedo herself and donned clean linen, 
boats exchanged shots with seven Rus- 
sian destroyers which were covering 
the clearing operations. 

Russian destroyers was set on fire and 
retired inside the harbor. Subsequent- 
ly the Japanese decoyed the Russians

Perdicaris suffered many hardships 
while in the hands of Raisuii, although 
he says he does not think that these 
were the -fault of the. bandit chief and 
that he had every comfort possible 
under the circtmstances. Varley ap- 
pears <o be as cheerful and bright as 
If he had just fetumed from a picnic. 
Both -Perdacaris and Varley are much 
thinner, especially the former, who 
has aged considerably. 

Perdicaris was received at his to«’n 
house by the authorities, the admirals 
of the fleets and numerous personal 
Jitieuds. (His Moorish servants mado 
a great demonstration of joy, kissing 
•their master’s hnnds -and clothes. 

Much' credit is due to the two sher- 
eefs of AVazan^ Mulai Ali and Mulai 
Hamet, who have devoted much time 
in their efforts to secure the success 
of the negotiations. Mulai All remain- 
ed at Raisuli’s camp continuously, 
.thus ensuring the safety of the lives 
of the captives, while Mulai Hamet 
traveled back and forth between Tan- 
gier and Benaipes. 

Mulai Hamet says he arrived at the 
camp of Selai, governor of the Reni 
M’sara tribe at 3 o’clock on June 23, 
but that the* captives did' not arrive 
until the morning of June 24. 

Nothing unusual occurred during 
the exchange of the prisoners, who 
started . iipmediately for Uieir respec- 
tive homes'^ The delay in turning 
over tflie prisoners was apparently 
merely a mistake as to the date set for 
their release. 

Washington, Ju^ 25. — ^Vice Consol 
General Philip, whose station is at 
Tangier, is etill at Fez, the state de- 
partment Js informed, where he baa 
remained in communicatiem with the 
sultan and the department is advised 
that be will stay there until the cap- 
tives are returned to their homes.

A guest at an uptown hotel asked [he 
clerk the other day how to get to Hamil- 
ton’s grave. When he received the in- 
formation, says the New York Sun, he 
said he had been there several times, but 
thought maybe there might be some new 
route. 

“I never come to New York without 
going to see Hamilton’s grave,” he 
added. 

”1 see; an admirer of Hamilton, eh?” 
returned the clerk, 

“Somewhat; but principally ’cause I 
hate Aaron Burr. I’ll tell you about it. 

“We live not far from the island in the 
Ohio river where Aaron Burr played it 
low down on Blennerhasset. My grand- 
father worked for Blennerhasset when 
he was a boy, and he piloted Burr away 
from the island. 

“When Burr parted from my grandfa- 
ther he told him he would send him 
some money for his trouble, but he never 
did. My grandfather wrote to Burr 
about it some time after the incident, 
but Buit never answered him. 

“When Blennerhasset was a ruined 
man my grandfather, then a mere lad, 
cursed Burr for his course. When he 
heard that Burr had killed Hamilton in 
a duel he swore that he would kill Burr 
if he could ever get to him. While 
Burr was on trial in Richmond my 
grandfather made a trip there for the 
purpose of carrying out his threat. The 
opportunity, however, did not present 
itself, and my grandfather returned 
home. 

“When he reared his family he taught 
them to curse Burr’s name. My father 
carried out his father’s wish and taught 
his boys to execrate Burr as long as they 
lived. 

“At one time some of us boys entered 
Into a conspiracy to steal Burr’s body 
from Princeton and burn it. We actual- 
ly came east to carry out our plan, but 
got scared away. 

“Then I got to reading about Alexan- 
der Hamilton, and to love his name and 
history. Instead of trying to steal 
Burr’s body I concluded I w'ould honor 
the grave of Hamilton. 

“So when I and my wife come to New 
York we always make it a point to go to 
Hamilton’s grave. This year we con- 
cluded to visit it on Decoration day and 
lay our tribute on his grave.”

The Possibility That Some Harm May 
Have Befallen Him After Landing 
art Plymouth is Hinted at 
By the Officials. 



<f HE efforts that are being 
made by the agricultural de- 
partment to stimulate inter- 
est in the silk industry in this 
country revives interest in 
the various previous efforts 
in this line. 

Since early colonial days there have 
been spasmodic efforts made at estab- 
lishing a silk industry In this country. 
As early as 1660 Mr. Aspinwall estab- 
lished nurseries of the mulberrj' at 
New Haven and Mansfield, Conn., and 
on Long Island, and imported eggs of 
the silkworm. These efforts were con- 
tinued for more than 100 years without 
achieving other results than to keep 
the interest in the subject alive, and 
were finally arrested by the war of the 
revolution. About 1771 silk culture 
was attempted in both Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey, and was continued un- 
til the war put a stop to practically alf 
industries, but it was partly revived 
after the treaty of peace with England 
bad been signed. 

-A few people retained their interest 
in the industry during the early part 
of the nineteenth century, and in the 
late twenties a resolution was intro- 
duced into the house of representatives 
directing the compilation of a manual 
on the culture of silk. House document 
No. 226 of the Twentieth congress, first 
session (1828), is a treatise on the rear- 
ing of silkworms, by Mr. De Hazzi, of 
Munich, translated from the German, 
apparently by Mr. James Mease, of 
AV'ashin^on, D. C. This seems to have 
been the first congressional action fa- 
voring silk culture. 

Following the publication of the 
hook mentioned there began a deter-

Paris, June 27.— Not i word was re- 
ceived Sunday regarding the where- 
abouts of Kent. J. Loomis, brother of 
Francis B. Loomis, American assistant 
secretary of state, who disappeared 
shortly before or after the arrival of 
the North Gennan Lloyd steamer 
Kaiser Wilhelm II., at Plymouth, June 
20. Although midnight Sunday marks 
a week since the disappearance of Mr. 
Tx)omls, the officials still cling to the 
belief that he will turn up when the 
effects of his abstraction have worn 
off. The belief is due to a careful de- 
duction from the series of circum- 
stances related by W. J. Ellis, his 
.companion on board the steamer, and 
by Gustave Flamm, of San Francisco, 
who was a fellow passenger. This pro- 
cess of deduction practically excludes 
the thepry of foul play on board the 
Kaiser Wilhelm II., and also excludes 
the likelihood that Mr. Loomis fell 
overboard. It leads to the acceptance 
of Mr. Flamm’s statement that he saw 
Mr. Loomis get off at Plymouth. 

Accordingly, a minutely circumstan- 
cial description of Mr. Loomis has 
been forwarded to Joseph Stephens. 
American consul at Plymouth. Al- 
though thus satisfied that Mr, Loomis 
was not lost from the Kaiser WSlhelm 
'II., the officials foresee the possibility 
that some harm may have befallen him 
•after he landed at Plymouth. How- 
ever, they consider this possibility 
irather remote, but, nevertheless, com- 
plete absence of clews after a week 
'of continued efforts to find Mr. Loomis 
makes the case one of increasing 
mystery.

At Philadelphia 518 pounds of 
cocoons were reeled, producing 96 
pounds of raw silk. The quality of the 
cocoons bandied was thus shown to be 
very bad. They cost on the average 85 
cents per pound, so that the raw ma- 
terial used in the production of a 
pound of raw silk cost $4.58. The raw 
silk produced was sold for $4.40 per 
pound, by which it was shown that the 
cost of the raw material was greater 
than the value of the manufactured 
product. 

The California work during this year 
was reorganized, and there was reeled 
at San Francisco 44 pounds of silk. An 
effort was made during the winter of 
1884-85 by Mr. Joseph Neumann and 
some oHiers to launch the “California 
Silk Culture Development company,’* 
with a capital of $100,000, but the at- 
tempt was a failure. 

The last appropriation made by con- 
gress was $20,000 for the fi.scal year 
ending June CO, 1891. An estimate for 
a continuance of this appropriation was 
made by the then secretary of agricul- 
ture. but the appropriation was not 
made by congress, and the work of the 
department in silk culture ceased for 
the time. (June 30, 1891). 

From that time on very little was 
done in the United States in the way of 
raising silkworms. The Utah people 
formed, during the nineties, a ladies' 
silk association. Five persons served 
as commissioners, and received ,pay 
from the state. In various parts of

Garnishee Law Chang-ed. I 

Of interest to merchants is the new | 
garnishee bill which was passea by the 
last Legislature and which became a law i 
last week without the Governor’s signa- 
ture. The bill repeals the provision of 
Section 1701, Kentucky Statutes, which 
with reference to exceptions from attach- 
ment reads: “Provided, That the ex- 
emption of fifty dollars shall not apply to 
debts contracted for food, fuel, mediciae, 
raiment or house rent for the family.” 
Under the old law the wages of a person, 
earning less than $50 a month, were not 
subject to attachment unless for food, 
rainment, fuel, etc. Now the exemption 
for debts of that character is the same : s 
the exemption for any other debts.
